State, The Lo:ds of His Majelkies Pꝛiby Cotincflhave renewed, and by theſe pꝛeſents renewes the ſaid Act and Pꝛoclamation, and oꝛdains 
the ſame'toſtandinfull fozce, ſtrength andeffect, and to be put to due execution againſt the Contraveenersthereof: And koꝛ that effect, have 
nominated, appointed and impowered, and by theſe pꝛeſents, nominates, appoints andimpowers, William Earl of Gleacaim, Lozd Chan- 
celioz, Hugh Earl of Eglintoun, Earl of Galloway, William Loꝛd Cochrane, the Pꝛoboſt of Glaſgow foꝛ the time, the Þzovoſt of Air foz 
the time; Maxwel of Munſhes, the Pꝛoboſt of Wigtoun fo; the time, and Stewart of Tundergie, oz anyone of them, to call 
befoze them all ſuch perſons coming from Ireland, wanting ſufficient Paſſes and Teſtimontes from the Lozd Lieutenant, oz the perſons mentlon⸗ 
edin the lad Act and Pzoclamation , who ſhall not willingly remove off the Kingdom within fifteen dayes after the publick intimation of cheſe 
pꝛeſents, and to ſecure their perſons (npziſon, till His Majeſties Council be acquaint therewith ; With power alto tothe fozenamedperſons, oz 
any one of them, to examine all ſuch perſons as ſhall come over fromireland, having ſuch Teſttmony.concerning thereaſons of their coming hither; 
and to take ſach ſecurity of them oz their peaceable carriage as they ſhall think fit. And in cale they ſhall not find the ſaid ſecurity, to cauſe them
